He is an Englishman by birth, a tailor by trade, 
an artist and bookseller by profession, was for several 
years a preacher of the Free Will Baptist persuasion, 
and connected with the association in Rhode Island. 
From there he went to the State of New York and 
identified himself with the Disciples, sometimes 
called Campbellites, and was considered very ac- 
ceptable preacher among the brethren. From there 
he moved to Princeton, Beaver county, Ill., where 
he was expelled from the church, August 25, 1845, 
for corrupting the morals of the youth, and waa sub- 
sequently restored and located in Hazel Green, Wis., 
where he was very successful for a while as a 
reacher. Being followed pretty closely by another 
isciple preacher by the the name of Le Van, who 
despised a hypocrite, and hesitated not to speak dis- 
paragingly of his former character, he Mr. Yearn- 
shaw,) was advised to remove far beyond the influ- 
enceof said LeVan. He next turned up in Danbury, 
Conn., where he was (as we are informed,) settle 
or located, as pastor over the congregation, ‘an 
where he was expelled May 1st, 1856, for the crime 
of self-pollution, practiced on himself by the youth 
of the village, some eight in number, some of whose 
parents were members of the church and some 
were not, The people at Danbury were 80 exaspe- 
rated that he found it convenient to flee from legal 
investigation there. He next took up his abode and 
opened a picture gallery in Marion, Iowa, and shortly 
after sent for his family, as he said, to save expenses. 
The brethren here having no knowledge of his for- 
mer misconduct, received him into the church (with- 
out a letter), upon his false statements in relation to 
his standing in and ability to get a letter from the 
Danbury congregation ; and as he had a preaching 
letter in his pocket which he received at Hazel 
Green before he moved to Danbury, he was received 
and recognized as a preacher among the brethern 
here of more than ordinary talents, and soon became 
superintendent of the Sunday school, member of the 
Board of Directors of Common Schools, custodian of 
the Bible Society, and was much respected as a citi- 
zen; was well versed in the scriptures, a good de- 
bater, and a radical temperance lecturer, when all of 
a sudden it was discovered that he was in the almost 
constant habit of teaching and encouraging young 
men and boys, by precept and example, to practice 
self-pollution. 
Iwill not attempt to describe the sensation that 
revailed for a while, but suffice it to say he was 
fried by the officers of the church, found guilty, and 
expelled from the Disciple, or Christian Church, at 
Marion, on the 12th of January, 1859, for cerrupting 
the morals of youth as aforesaid. You will ;see by 
the printed documents inclosed that he has been ex- 
elled again June 15th, 1867, from the congregation 
ere, and still he affirms he has never been legally 
or lawfully expelled from any church, and does not 
hesitate, or even blush, to stand upin a worshipping 
congregation of men and women, and say that “ ad- 
mitting that all he is charged with is true, it is no 
worse than chewing tobacco!” Hence he claims that 
all of his church difficulty is the personal spite 
of some one or more of the members not only here, 
but at Danbury and Princeton. He sometimes tacitly 
admits and justifies the offence, and again he denies 
the whole thing and says it is a base slander upon 
his fair fame. 


I will send you copy of an article from the Marion 
correspondent of the Dubuqe Herald, and published 
in that paper July 23d (who, yy the way, is an ac- 
quaintance of yours,) aleo Mr. Yearnshaw’s reply to 
said article published in said paper July 80th, and a 
short notice from the same correspondent published 
August 2d, 1867. I might review said reply at length, 
but suffice it to say that there is not a single truth- 
fal allegation in the whole article, or reply. There 
are vragen & other facts that might be given in relation 
to the character and conduct of this very eminent 
divine, but I think the above and foregoing, together 
with the inclosed gem or photo of the reverend gen- 
tleman, will be sufficient to enable you to work the 
matter and show him up ins proper light. I only 
regret that I have not been able to get a side view of 
his “‘ phiz,” which would show off his big pug nose 
with his under lip hanging down to much better ad- 
vantage.

HE 18 OVERHAULED AND Pot IN JAIL. 
Houston, Texas, Aug. 19, 1867. 

I herewith enclose a short article which appeared 
in yesterday’s Telegraph, the leading paper published 
in this place. The particulars as therein stated, I 
know for certain are true, for I, unfortunately, have 
been victimized by the said De Gaultie to the tune 
of $25. The fbllowing isthe matter I refer to: ; 
_ “A short while back an ex-Hotel clerk, well known 
in this city, entered into a co-partnership with one 
De Gaultie, in the boot and shoe making business; 
about a month ago, De Gaultie went to New Orleans 
and married a woman who it is said had a snug 
little sum of money and other things of value. He 
on her to this city where he has since been 
iving. 

‘lwo weeks ago, his partner agreeing, he started 
for New Orleans to buy a stock of leather, but in- 
stead of going there, he made tracks for the coun- 
try, with a mulatto wench, leaving his wife in a des- 
titute condition. He was tracked to Millican, and 
was at last brought up at Brenham, where he was 
yesterday apprehended and brought to this city in 
irone. Before he absconded he sold a set of silver 
to Pauska, which was redeemed by his wife for forty 
dollars. The wretch not content with selling the 
silver set and leaving her in destitute condition, &c. 
stole, also, tive hundred dollars from her, and had 
about one thousand dollars of bis partners. The 
above facts were given to us by the partner. He 
also robbed us of an advertising bill.” 

De Gaultie learned the shoe-making trade while 
serving a term of imprisonment in the Huntsville 
Penitentiary, in this State. He has carried on his 
swindling operations extensively, GERMAN.

A PROSTITUTE BY THE SIDE OF HIS WIFE. 


He Sitences Her By Fearro. Tureats—SuHe Is 
Driven From Her Bep WHILE Sick. 


Since the Stuart divorce trial last winter in Chica- 
go, there has been no sensation that has so much 
stirred up public interest and curiosity, for reasons 
heretofore stated, than the painful domestic diffi- 
culty in which Mr. and Mrs. Ticknor, people of 
wealth, fashion, and high social standing, occupy 
the unenviable position of principals. We published 
Mrs. Ticknor’s bill of complaint, some time ago, and 
in our last week’s Chicago letter, our correspondent 
furnished our readers with Mr. Ticknor’s answer and 
his cross-bill against the wire for adultery. To-day 
we give Mrs. Ticknor’s counter-blast in the shape of 
the foliowing stunning 

ANSWER TO CROS8-BILL. 
In the Circuit Court of Cook County—In Chancery. 

The answer of Susan W. Ticknor, defendant, to 
the cross-bill of complaint of Aurora Orton Ticknor, 
against her in the causa in which she is complainant, 
and said Aurora Orton Ticknor is defendant : 

This defendant, answering said cross-bill of com- 
plaint, says that she admits the said marriage with 
complainant at the time and place; the subsequent 
and present residence of both parties ; that since 
said marriage she has had two children by her said 
husband, viz: Isabel E. Ticknor and Randolph E. 
Ticknor, as alleged in said bill of complaint. 

And this defendant, further en says that 
her said husband, in the third parag of his said 
cross-bill of complaint, makes the following allega- 
taon, viz: ‘And your orator shows unto your honor 
that he has conducted himself in a kind and faithful 
manner toward the said Susan since the time of said 
marriage.” R z 
This defendant, in answering said allegation, 
would first call the attention of your honor to the in- 
genious and guarded character of said allegation : 
That her said husband doeg not allege the that

‘This defendant says that she-came from a reé- 
gee family ; that she received a good educt- 
ion, em many of the accomplishments be- 
stowed upon young ladies by modern educationsi 
te pon se well ae a good moral training by her 
kind and pious parente, both from precept ex- 
ample; that at the time of her marriage with sai 
Ti ehe was in the ir ae of a cheerfu 
hopeful and ating Gepost , 28 well as of exce 
lent health. That from her condition 1m life, and at- 
tendance upon select school, she had many acquain- 
tances. That the first unkind act on the part of her 
said husband, after marriage, was to endeavor to cut 
her off from all intercourse with society, to suppress 
every womanly desire to take a proper position in 
society, to wither every germ and tendril thet couid 
aneune from a genis] heart and happy childhood. 
She was allowed neither to go into or to receive her 
former society, but a solitary withering tyranny was 
set up over her, gradually beg pee every power 
and impulse of her nature to its remoreelegs 
behests. And not only that, but from that self-judg- 
ment to which some persons subject the motives of 
in te 5 else, his declared estimate of the female 
sex was that its members desired to go 
society merely to seek opportunities to gratify un- 
holy desires. it is impossible for this defondent to 
describe the withering, tantalizing conduct of this 
man towards her, or the stony nature of his heart. 
Defendant’s oldest child was born on Saturday, 5th 
of November, 1857, at Rooktord. At that time s 
was occupying a bed in a bedroom just off a small 
sitting room, where the stove wae. the Tuesday, 
the next after her child was born, Ticknor came into 
the house and: ee apie of feeling as if he were 
going to be sick, aud, although there was a good bed 
in. the room off the parlor, yet he said he would be 
cold there, and it would be too hot for bim in the 
aitting-room. So he compelled the defendant, weak 
of sickness as ehe was, to get up out of her bed and 
lie on one made by putting slats on a settce and some 
chairs, and to lie there with her side to the hot stove 
and her bead to a space between two windows, 
turough which the air came in draughts, while he 
took hers. And, during ull the time between the in- 
tervals of bia gross , he was constantly im- 
— the idea upon her that if she had an o - 
ity she would be unfaithful to him; twitted her 
of improper intimacy with the family physician ; 
with an elderly Methodist Sr yy ey ; with every- 
body whom she met. He had a long fit of sickness 
while they were living at Ne. 122 Washin street. 
with what he called diabetes. He took. cal 
treatment which tequired baths to be given quite 
frequently. Defexdant waited upon bim, one of the 
most exacting of all sick persons, for months ; woul 
carry wash-taubs up two flights of stairs and give 
him baths, taking thé very life blood out of her, snd 
if she would remain below a while, as she sometimes 
must, then he would ask her if she had not been 
inta some deviltry with some man. And one time 
after she had been wasting her energy, weiting upon 
him, she fell down in a sort of fit, caused, as she 
was advised, vA orgy nervous exhaustion, and then 
told his friends out at- Rockford, that she had the 
delirium tremens. He has frequently, and on almost 
inunamerable occasions, falsely—and without the 
least cause, made charges against ber chastity, and 
sometimes, while doing so, some person would sud- 
denly enter the room, when he would smile and say: 
“Ag I was just saying, Susan, you are the best wo- 
man in the world,” and this defendant’s heart- 
strings would meanwhile be wrung with agony. 
About November, 1865, while they were occupying 
said h mse on West Washington street, her said hus- 
band, without justification or reasonable provese 
tion, violently and intentionally knocked this defen- 
dant down with his hand or fist, and then he was 
guilty afterwards of all the several acts of cruelty 
set oat in her original muy" and as therein set forth ; 
and he is so essentially false in his nature that he 
has endeavored to pervert facts and deceive 
honorable court. 

He pretends and sete up that she went to a low 
place and in Jow company at the time he locked her 
out, and kept her outof the house. That billiard 
match which she attended was at Crosby’s opera 
house, and defendant went there with two reepecta- 
ble gentlemen and their wives, and defendant went 
with Ticknor’s express consent to go, given to her 
in presence of the party with whom she went. And 
yet he locked her out acd kept her out there alone 
in the dark for a long period of time. 

And she says that she denies that she has con- 
doned these offences, or any of them, because she 
has been under such duress and fear that she dared 
not and could not do otherwise then cohabit with 
him. But this defexdant is advised by ber counsel 
that condonation by the wife, of the offences against 
her by the husband, are always upon the condition 
that he shall never after repeat the offence condone 
and that he shall ever after treat her with conjug: 
kindness, and a breach of that condition, in either 
respect, revives all former offences, and she insists 
that he has committed acts of such extreme cruelty 
just before tho filing of her bill as revive all former 
offences, 

Secondly, as to the allegations that he has con- 
ducted himeelf faithfully toward this defendant since 
said parting this defendant says in that behalf, 
that, when they moved from Rockford to Uhicago in 
the spring, as she believes, of 1864, they took board 
with strangers, and a highly respectab‘e family, liv- 
ing in the West division of Chicago. That, whi 
thoy were so boardiug, her husband was doing busi- 
ness in the country ; that he brought home with him 
one night a woman, with whom defendant had been 
in childhood intimately acquainted, but who had 
married and gone to California, and defendant had 
lost all knowledge of her.

She came in 
upon that, and came up near the bed; and, as in- 
credible as it may seem, it is nevertheless true, and 
he dare not ween! it, he seized hold of Helen, pulled 
her into bed, and there, by the side of this defendant, 
his lawful wife, had carnal connection with said 
Helen. Defendant attempted to scream, but that 
awful sceptre, the big hand was waved over her, and 
sufficient silence secured to complete the work. De- 
fendant then told them plainly that she would tell 
the people of the house. He replied that they were 
strangers, and he and Helen would both deny it, and 
they would not believe her, as against them. And 
such was the defendaut’s abject subjection to that 
man and his threats to her, that she did not dare to 
tell the people with whom they were boarding, of the 
gross defilement of their house. Defendant consulted 
a lawyer, and he told her if she had no proof, but what 
might be got out of that prostitute, she could not 
maintain a bill for divorce, and so she was obliged 
to submit.

A Strange Case ef Marder. 
Srriy STRANGER VERDICT OF THE JURY. 


The chief topic of interest in Paris just now is the 
curious trial at Melun. The prisoner is an active, 
sneigen’ little woman, named Frigard. The victim 
was a Belgian widow, of the name of Mertens. Sbe 
bad « little money, which she had lodged with the 
Comptoir d’Escompte. Chance appears to have 
placed her en rapport with Madame Frigard, who had 
a husband and tamily at Csen, ruined by bankraptcy, 
and who hud come to Paris to see if she could not re- 
trieve her fortunes. she determined upon buying a 
kind of cating house, and the prosecution charged 
her with having done so with Madame Mertens’ 
meney by means of forged checks, and to have killed 
her to prevent her discovering the fraud practiced on 
her. ‘The prisoner adwits she ingratiated herself 
with Madame Mertens by acting as a chaperon, and 
facilitating her amours by viving them a cvioak of re- 
Freres . The prisoner end de went to 

ontairnebieau in-May-last. They went together to 
have a drive in tlie forest, and then dismiseed their 
carriage. A few hours later the prisoner returned 
alone to the hotel, saying that she had lost her com- 

nion, paid the bill and returned to town. On the 
following day she drew the remainder of the money 
deposited by the deceased at the Comptoir d’Es- 
compte, and completed the purchase of tne shop for 
whic she was in bag’ § A few days later the de- 
ceased was found lying by the roadside ; insects had 
eaten away part ofthe face. A post mortem examina- 
tion led to the discovery that there was no apparent 
cause of death, but the inference drawn by the doc- 
tors was that it had been caused during a heavy 
slumber, by saffocation. Madame Frigard was there- 
on arrested, and as she was found to have appropri- 
ated the money belonging to the deceased, she was 
charged with wilful murder. 

She repudiated the accusation; persisted in as- 
serting that she had gone into partnership with the 
deceased, and produced a deed to that effect which 
the prosecution considered a forgery. The prisoner 
aleo asserted that the cheques with which she drew 
the money were given her by the deceased, as a re- 
quital for the assistance she gave her in her love 
affairs. She says that Madame Mertens’ object in 
going to Fontaimebleau was to meet one of her jovers, 
& man who, she says, was habitually called ‘“‘Ouilley” 
(qr. Willy ?), ‘that they met together at a spot near 
the restaurant in the forest, whereshe and the de- 
ceased had breakfasted ; that “Willy” and her friend 
lett her to take a solitary walk, and as they did not 
return she elected to go home. ‘The police have been 
unable to find any trace of this ‘ William,” and the 
prosecution insist that he isa myth. The deceased 
appears also to have lived with a Mr. Burdet, who 
“meant to marry her,” according to the prisoner, 
but he is at St. Petersburg. Theso are the whole of 
the leading facts, pro and con. The difficulty in the 
case was how the deceased came by her death. Sre 
was a strong, powerful woman ; the prisoner is weak 
and small. 

The woman Frigard was found guilty, with exten- 
uating circumstances, and sentenced to penal ‘servi- 
tude for life.

Waat Comes or Gossip AND SLANDER—ALMOST A 
MURDER. 

A correspondent of a Richland, Wisconsin, paper, 
writing from Port Andrew, Richland county, com- 
municates the following particulars of a love tragedy 
in that section :

On Sunday morning, as stated, Gillies called to see 
Miss Cook, as he says, about the talk ; when near 
the door he was ordered by the mother of Miss Cook 
to go away and not come near the house ; but, dis- 
regarding the warning of the mother, he stepped 
upon the threshold and commenced conversation 
with Miss Cook, when she retorted by saying that he 
had been lying about her, and she would kill him. 
Gillies says he anawered her by saying, mildly, “I 
reckon you will not do that, Ellen.” She then seized 
a butcher-knife, that lay upon a table close by, and 
thrust it into his bowels, inflicting a severe wound 
and igs, ont a portion of his intestines.

Most Mysterious AFFrarn —A MURDERER AND His

Horrible Murder in Mlineis,

About eleven o'clock on the night of tho 18th ult., 
says a late Galena (1I1.) paper, a horrible murder was 
committed, under the following cir.umstances, in 
Guilford, about «ven miles from Galena : After the 
family of a Mr. Keller had retircd to rest, the wife 
got up without cxplanation of the reason, and went 
to the door and opened it. Immediately two shots 
were fired by soiae person on the outside, both tak- 
ing effect in the breast, and one of them it was 
thought, through her heart.

The husband then sprang for bie own gun, aud fired 
twice at the villain, but with what effect isnot known. 
The murderer then fled, and at last accounts had not 
been arrested. 

The following may bea partial explanation of this 
horrid affair: It seems that 1 man named Peter 
Zower, had for some time been paying his addresse 
to Juha Killer, the daughter of the famiiy, but had 
been refused. This happened, as we understand, 
last spring. Zower then left and went to Lansing, 
Iowa. A few weeks ago he returned. He was again 
refused, and was ordered by the father and mother 
not to visit the house. He tad made threats of per- 
sonal violence to the family previously, and was 
bound over to keep the peace. He saw the girl 
however, an’ presenting a pmol to her, requested 
that she would take it and first kill him and then her- 
self. She informed him she would do neither. It 
is supposed that he intended to kill the family in re- 
venge, with the partial success above narrated.

SuMMARY AND TERRIBLE PUNISHMENT OF THE VIOLA- 
TOR.—-Hr, Divs FROM THE EFFECT OF IT. 

A Peoria (LU.) paper of the 7th inst., saya: We 
learn from partics m Fulton county, ofa most shock- 
ing case of rape and retribution occurring im that 
county, at Byrant Station, last week ; our informant 
had forgotten the names of the parties. About the 
middle of the week a farmer sent his daughter, 
about thirteen years of age, toa blacksmith shop, at 
the Station, for somo work ; the emith, a man of 
family and between forty and fifty years ofage, asked 
her to come in, and no one being pout he made 
overtures to her, which she promptly rejected, and 
started to leave the shop, but was caught in the 
man’s arms and not permitted to go until be lad 
had forced her to yield to his desires. She went 
home. §told her story, and thet night about eleven 
o'clock, her father with some four or five 
other neighbors, .—all fathers—dressed in their wives’ 
clothes, went to the blacksmith’s house, took him 
out of bed from bis wife, and carried him out of her 
sight, when the girl, who he had that morning vio- 
lated, tooka sharp butcher knife, cut clean from his 
body the member he had not power ts control, leav- 
ing him to all appearances neither man or woman. 
He was then permitted to go, and the party separa- 
ted for their homes. The man died in a few days 
from the effects of his treatinent, which was severe, 
but hardly more so tian the ease demanded. Rape 


and tt seems that such summary punishment alone 
will prevent their repetition.
